Agency postpones 
hearing on Harris 


The Police and Fire Commission met for about 15 minutes 
Thursday night before deciding in closed session that its public 
hearing on misconduct charges against Racine Police Lt. Sylvester 
Harris should be postponed. 

The hearing — to consider two charges filed earlier this month 
against Harris, head of the department's community relations divi- 
Sion — was reset for Aug. 2 at the request of Harris’ attorney, Mar- 
tin Hanson. 

Hanso asked for the delay because Police Chief Donald Dodge, 
who filed the complaint with the commission, was not at 
Thursday's hearing. Dodge is on vacation until Monday. 

"We request the adjournment for the reason that the com- 
plaining witness, Chief Donald Dodge, is not present at this 
meeting," Hanson told the commission. “Because of the nature of 
the charges and the circumstances surrounding them, we feel he is 
a necessary witness." 

The complaint against Harris, initiated by Patrolman Gerald 
Gayhart and signed by Dodge, says Harris violated two Police 
Department rules and “acted in a manner reflecting discredit upon 
himeself and this department." 

In-house police attorney Alvin Berndt, representing Dodge, said

absence. 

“I prefer the matter be taken care of now," Berndt said. “1 don't 
feel Chief Dodge is a necessary witness. We have the complaint and 
sufficient witnesses here to support the complaint.” 

Commission Chairwoman Sophie Stananian then said she and the 
other four commissioners would privately discuss Hanson’s 
request. 

When the Commission returned about five minutes later, Stapa- 
nian announced the request for adjournment was granted. 

Hanson agreed to waive any statutory time limits for the 
hearing. 

Stapanian then said the Comimission had set 7 p.m. Aug. 7 as the 
adjourned hearing date. She added that it will again be held in the

This memo is being prepared for information purposes 
and no investigation is being requested. It is left to the 
discretion of SA[ ]if further activity is warranted. 


On 1-23-75, an official of the FAA in Wausau, 

Wisconsin (who wishes not to be identified in any manner), 
confidentially advised that at approximately noon on 1-22-75, 
a small private plane had landed at Central Wisconsin Airport 
with minor motor trouble. The plane was on the ground for 
two hours and it was observed that the plane was transporting 
two Negro females who appeared to be prostitutes (characteri- 
zation by the FAA official). The plane departed at 2 p.m. 
for destination unknown. 


The official provided the plane number as N8415T and 
described it as a Cesna aircraft. It is owned by C. Air, 
Incorporated, 201 Sixth Street, Racine, Wisconsin. 


The official advised he did not have a flight plon 
for the plane and had no further information. He advised he 
was referring the matter to the Bureau for its information in 
view of the possibility that the two Negro females were 
prostitutes being transported across state lines.

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Teen's death came quietly — at home

Debbie got her wish. Sie was taken 
home to die. 

Debra Ann Veasey, 13, 6355 l4th 
Ave., died Monday at 8:48 p.m. in her 
father's house following a nine-year 
struggle with leukemia. 

“She knew she was going to die,” 
said her father, Richard Kamin, 42, 
"but she didn't want to die on any 
machine in a hospital." 

Friday, June 13, Kamin drove to 
Milwaukee Children's Hospital to 
bring his daughter back to Kenosha. 

"She knew she was coming home 
to die," said Kamin. “But she had 
always made me promise that when 
the time came, that she could die at 
home. She saw: her grandmother 
(Mrs. Ann M. Karain) dié hooked up 
to a lot of machines in the hospital 
and she.didn't want that. 

“I suppose if it had to be, the way 
she died was the best way possible, 
she was on methadone and she had no 
pain, yet she was very alert. She 
could hardiy talk towards the end. 
Then at 8:48 p.m. all she did was quit 
breathing. It was peaceful, but I 
guess it was how you would want it to 
be if it had to be.” 

Debbie was surrounded by family 
members and her pet dogs and cats 
when she finally succumbed to the 
disease that had been slowly whittl- 
ing life from her. -~

"She wanted to be around her pets 
ánd all her brothers and us when she 
died and that's something you 


couldn't have in a hospital," said 
Kamin. 
Debbie's cancer was detected 


when she was 3. 

"She tried every conceivable cure 
there was,” said Kamin. ''She was on 
an experimental drug program. What 
the doctors thought would work they 
tried. Debbie knew she could die at 
any time.” 

"We never kept anything from 
her," said her mother, Mrs. Alberto 
L. Veasey of Racine. 

Debbie tried to be no different than 
any other child, but she also knew 
she didn't always have the strength 
to be as active as others. 

Until two years ago she was still 
riding a bike and playing outdoor 
games like any other child. But with 
a difference. She would periodically 
make trips to Children's Hospital in 
Milwaukee for cancer treatments. 
Sometimes the days stretched from 
weeks into months. 

After her plight was published in 
the Kenosha News in 1978 some 
benefactors raised funds to send her 
and her mother on a visit to Disney 
World at Orlando, Fla. She wasn't 
strong enough to attend Durkee 
School on a regular basis but in June 
of this year she still managed to 
graduate. 

"She knew she wouldn't be going to 
junior high though," said her father. 
"But when she came home she in- 
sisted on doing everything herself. 
She was determined that even if she 
was going to die she wasn't going to 


be a burden on anybody. We made a 
downstairs room into a bedroom for 
her. We had two beds in there. One 
for her and the other for either 
myself or her mother so someone 
could be by her at all times. She 
insisted on making her bed every 
day. She wouldn't let anybody else do 
it. 

“The day she died she was the 
same way. She was awfully tired all 
day Monday but she was still alert. 
She wanted to be taken outside off 
and on, so we would put her in the 
wheelchair and let her stay outside 
for 20 or 30 minutes or so at a time. 

“Two hours before she died she got 
up to go to the bathroom and she 
walked herself. She didn't want any- 
body to help. You have to remember 
this was a very sick girl. Everytime 
she woke up from a sleep she had to 
vomit. 

"An hour before she died she 
looked at me. and said, ‘Dad, I'm 
tired.’ All of us there, including her 
mother, me and my wife and her 
brothers knew it was close to the end. 
But all she said was that she was 
tired. Then she dozed off. And then 
she just quit breathing.” 

Funeral arrangements had not yet 
been made by the family today. 
Kamin said ti «ttle girl who fought 
for life down tr -ne last hour would 
be buried in a Kenssha cemetery. 

“She'll stili be near us, he said.
